NOTE  ON  SOME  OTHER  ART  HISTORIES. 

A.  S.  Murray's  History  of  Greek  Sculpture  is  more 
limited  in  its  scope  than  Mrs.  Mitchell’s  work,  but  in  tne 
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field  of  Greek  art  is  almost  equally  full  aiul  satisfactory. 
Ilis  two  volumes  together  make  about  GOO  pages  in  large 
octavo.  The  earlier  chapters  of  the  first  volume  explain 
certain  main  principles  in  imaginative  and  in  industrial 
art,  with  many  instances  »,f  the  earliest  condition  of 
handicraft,  the  entire  volume  bringing  the  subject  down 
to  the  age  of  Pheidias.  The  second  volume  takes  in  Pliei- 
dias  and  later  Greek  art. 

Ferry's  Greek  and  Roman  Sculpture,  also  a  handsomely 
printed  illustrated  volume  numbering  800  pages,  is  de¬ 
signed  to  afford  a  popular  introduction  to  the  subject, 
while  affording  a  careful  study  of  the  sources  of  art-his¬ 
tory.  It  has  an  excellent  index. 

Lubke’s  History  of  Sculpture  is  the  most  comprehensive 
treatise  on  sculpture  available  to  English  readers,  includ¬ 
ing  both  ancient  and  modern  periods,  but  Mrs.  Mitchell’s 
treatise  gives  much  more  space  to  Ancient  Greok  Art,  and 
to  the  art  of  other  ancient  civilizations,  the.Egyptian,  Per¬ 
sian,  Assyrian,  Roman,  etc. 

Of  general  histories  of  ancient  art,  Winckelmann’s,  one  of 
the  best  known, having  been  published  about  a  century  ago 
is  now, in  a  measure,  out  of  date,  the  progress  of  discovery 
having  been  very  great,  especially  during  the  last  thirty 
years. 

Dr.  Reber’s  History  of  Ancient  Art,  published  in  1882,  is 
pronounced  by  Mr.  Charles  Eliot  Norton,  a  very  compe¬ 
tent  authority,  to  be  the  most  trustworthy  and  judicious 
compend  on  the  subject  in  any  language,  its  various  man¬ 
ifestations  being  treated  with  intelligence,  and  in  just 
proportion.! 

Lubke’s  comprehensive  History  of  Art  is  in  high  re¬ 
pute.  It  covers  the  entire  range  of  ancient  and  modern 
art,  and  has  embodied  the  results  of  comparatively  recent 
investigations.  As  in  Winckelmann’s  work,  architecture 
and  sculpture  receive  a  nearly  equal  share  of  attention. 

For  students  of  Greek  art  who  wish  to  go  beyond  the 
current  treatises,  the  elegant  woi'k  entitled  “  Description 
of  the  collection  of  ancient  marbles  in  the  British  Muse¬ 
um,”  in  ten  volumes,  quarto,  offers  peculiar  attractions. 
Parts  G  to  9  are  descriptive  of  the  Parthenon.  The  copy  of 
this  work  in  the  Brooklyn  Library  is  a  fine  one,  having 
been  presented  by  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum  to 
its  first  possessor.
